tVhen a few weeks old, however, they know 
each other by the sound of the voice. In a 
band of 2,000 or 8,000 ewes, a ewe may call 
our l&mh, and the lamb will answer from the 
other side of the flock. They will go as 
straight to each other, right through the 
whole bond, as they would if they were the 
only two animals for a mil* around.— Mon 
tana Wool Grower. 


>oeoUU Come* from. 


Chocolate is nude from the seeds of the 


.heobroraa cocoa tret, which fa found only in 
tropical cllmatm, and bears a fruit some- 
what like a cucumber in shape, Inside which 
are the brownish seeds or beans, which form 
the cocoa beans of commerce. The principal 
constituent of these beans la a soft, solid oil 
called cocoa butter, and their attractive prin- 
ciple is theobromine, analogous to the caffeine 
in coffee. There is but very little pore cho- 
colate in the market, owing to the great 
medicinal value of the cocoa butter or oil, 
which is expressed in the grinding, and 
cheaper, less nutritious oil supplied. One of 
the best ways to buy cocoa or chocolate, it is 
said, is to purchase what are called "COCOA 
nibs," which ore the beans crushed in frag- 
ments, but not ground, for the ground choco- 
late is frequently adulterated with roasted 
uazel nut* or almonds, ricemeal, oatmeal and 
other ingredients. 


The best chocolate Is prepared by first 


burying the fruit uutilvtho pulp is decayed 
and only the beana aro'left. The beans or* 
roasted and the shells removed. The choco- 
late is then ground between stones, the fric- 
tion heat of the grinding meiti&g it 10 that 
it is a soft molten mass asitdripa from the 
stonw and is poured into molds. The melted 
chocolate is pressed in cloth until all too oil 
is expelled; the sediment is ground very 
slowly to prevent remelting It, and the pow- 
der bolted like flour through silken sieves, 
and then )t is called cocoa, which makes a 
lighter, Ibis nourishing, but more easily di- 
gested be\erage than chocolate.—New York 
Bun.

WASHINOTOO, Nov. 2.—The following 


dispatch was sent from the Executive Man- 
sion this afternoon by Secretary Elaine: 
"To Governor* Mellette and Miller, North 
and South Dakota: Tha last act in the 
admission of the two Dakotas as States 
into the Union was completed this after- 
noon at the Executive Mansion at 8:40 
o'clock by the President signing at that 
moment; the proclamations required by 
Uw for the admission of the two States." 
Tha article on prohibition, submitted sep- 
arately in each State, was adopted in both. 
The article providing for minority repre- 
sentation in South Dakota was rejected by 
the people. This is the first instance in 
the history of the National Oovernmsnt 
where two States—North and South Da- 
koto—entered the Union at the lame mo- 
ment." 


WASHINGTON, Nor. 2.—The President at 


the baginning of the proclamation udmit- 
ling South Dakota, recites the provisions 
of the act ot Congress looking to the ad- 
mission of the Dakotas, and states that 
whereas it has been certified to him by tbe 
Governor of the Territory of Dakota that 
at the election for delegates the "Sioux 
Falls Constitution" received a majority of 
the votes of the people of the proposed 
State of Sooth Dakota, as did subsequent 
changes and amendments therein, also the 
artiole entitled "Prohibition," and whereas 
a duly authenticated copy of the constitu- 
tion, together with the additional articles, 
ordinances and propositions as reqnirc-d by 
ihe act of Congress have been rectivedi 
"Now. therefore, I, Benjimm Harrison, 
President of the United States of America, 
do, m accordance with the Rot of Congress 
aforesiid, declare end proclaim the taut 
that the conditions iu posed by Congress on 
the State of South D ikota to entitle that 
State to admission to I ha Union have bsen 
ratified and accepted, hud that the admis- 
sion of said State into tbe Union ia now 
complete." 


The proclamation admitting North Da- 


kota is worded substantially like that ad- 
mitting South E'akota.substituting' 'North'' 
for "South" wherever the name ot the 
new State ocoasa.
